The name of the man is John Ciilli- 


•ion, a saloon keeper. His body was 
found ubotit 7 n'eloi'k yesterday morning 
on the b:ink of the river. Then; was 
a bullet hole in his forehead, and nonr 
by lay this pistol with which he hud 
been shot, a 4.UJO Colt. 


(Jallisrm had not been long in Heed- 


lay. He kept a saloon, having pur- 
chased the business rucrnlly. lie was 
about 27 years of age and is fielieved to 
have no family, lie told an acquaint- 
ance he was going to see a man living 
near the river, but the latter stated at 
the inquest that Callison had nut, been 
in his house. 


The inquest was held yesterday after- 


noon at Keedley, and the testimony was 
such as to leave, the jury in doubt as 
to whether Callison committed tniicide 
or whether he had shot himself acci- 
dentally. Tlit-y brought in a verdict, 
therefore, that he had come to his death 
by n gunshot wound indicted by his own 
hand, whether intentionally or acciden- 
tally they could not dctirminc. 


The body will be sent to Modesto to-

Probably not one fully realized the full 
import or effect that was to come from 
the arrangement so cleverly devised in 
the opening of the exposition. 


It was known in a vague way that the 


President was to press a golden key and
